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president-elect Reagan was busy cabinet making today in his home in California he seems to be getting 
closer to making some decisions and if certain final checks work out there are some people who could be 
named late this week judy Woodruff has more on this sources close to the selection process say if everything 
falls into place mr. Reagan intends to name Caspar Weinberger the former hgw secretary and current vice 
president of the Bechtel corporation as Secretary of Defense he intends to name William Casey former 
chairman of the Securities and Exchange Commission and more recently Reagan campaign chairman to be 
director of the Central Intelligence Agency the reason these names have not been announced is that checks 
are still being run on the top contenders for the posts of Secretary of State and Secretary of the Treasury mr. 
Reagan and his advisers reportedly want to make sure that those positions are filled before they give the 
Pentagon job to mr. Weinberger who they believe could fill any one of the top cabinet posts those whom the 
Reagan team is known to be looking at for Secretary of State include Alexander Haig former NATO 
commander and for secretary of the Treasury Walter Wriston the chairman of Citicorp and Charles Walker a 
former deputy Treasury secretary there are no cabinet announcements expected until late this week at the

wings clipped Brzezinski however is still flying high and is probably Washington's champion record setter 
straighter on November 14th he was on the Moyers Journal on public television on the morning of November 
21st he was on NBC's Today Show on the 24th he did an hour call-in show on the cable news network on 
November 28th he gave two long interviews to The Times and The Washington Post defending himself and 
blasting the Democrats for being soft on Moscow all of these interviews may be helpful for the future 
historians of the Carter Administration but as one newspaperman said today where were they when we

disturbing is the fact that the bulk of the apparent violations relate to cook Tuttle insider transactions unquote 
the bank examiner found almost 8 million dollars worth of loans to bank insiders that the examiner called 
weak and ill-advised that insiders get preferential interest rates and terms and that the bank was not diligent 
in collecting loans to insiders that were overdue a spokesman for the community bank says the bank has 
answered the FDIC charges strongly disagreeing with the findings the spokesman said the FDIC report is full

Bush's entitled to a close friend in the cabinet Ray Donovan the new jersey 
construction man at labor ray Donovan will not be the tool of organized labor how about the Energy 
Department under South Carolina as James Edwards that department if it's going to be abolished has to be 
headed by a strong conservative who will abolish it your opinion of William Casey to take over the CIA I just 
am not convinced that mr. Casey has the energy and enthusiasm to hit the ground running and do you like 
Jeanne Kirkpatrick at the UN for once maybe the United Nations will have a representative who's on our side 
Paul Wyrick may be all wrong about the Reagan Cabinet but unlike so many political sookesmen here in the
